Would’ Pive Been Impos- 
‘sible form Her to Inflict 
Wound an Herself, Says 
Physician‘at Means Trial.

Concord, W. CG, November 29.—Over 
the vigorous objections of the defense 
here, W, H, Burmeister, pathologist and 
coroner’s “physician of 
Illinois, was allowed by the court to 
testify today at the trial-of Gaston B. 
Means thafiin his opinion it would have 
beén impossible ‘for. Mrs. Maude A. 
King to have. fired -the shot which 
caused her death at Blackwelder Spring, 
near here, the night of August 29. 

Examination of Mew King’s body at 
Chicago by Dr. Burmeister after a local 
coroner’s jury had decided that her 
death was accidental resulted in the 
starting of a new investigation and the 
subsequent arrest of Means’ on the 
charge of being her slayer. Dr Bur- 
meister told the jury that the wound 
was in the back of the woman’s head; 
that there were no powder stains and 
that he believed it would have been 
impossible for a woman as stout as 
Mrs. King to have inflicted the wound 
upon herself. 

Mr. Burmeister’s testimony and “the | 
introduction of a number of § letters, 
telegrams and other documents, in- 
cluding a photographic copy of the 
probated will of the late J. C. King, 
husband of the dead woman, while 
Americus B. Melville, of Chicago, Mrs. 
King’s former lawyer, was on the stand, 
were the oitstanding features on the 
second day of the state’s presentation 
of its case. 

Seught Aid of Ferger. 

Assistant District -Attorney Dooling, 
of New York, who is assisting the 
prosecution, told the court that one of 
the letters was put into evidence in an 
effort to prove that at about the time. 
of the discovery of the alleged second 
will of Mr. King that Medns was e¢arn- 
estly seeking to get into communica- 
tion with a man named Sprague, who 
had served a prison term for forgery. 
Under the terms of the second will, 
it is alleged, Mra. King would have re- 
ceived an additional large sum of 
money from her husband's eatate, the 
funds now being held for charity. 

Attorney Melville testified that he 
handled the setthng of the estate for 
Mrs. King ‘after the death of her hus- 
band and also transacted much busi- 
ness for her. He met Meane in 19165, 
being introduced by Mrs. King, who 
told him that Means was her business 
agent and that she *had an agreement 


with him by which he was to receive

| With His Capture in New 
“¥ork City, Last of the Ten 
‘Germans to Escape From 
Fort McPherson Is Now in 
Custody.. 


New York, November 29.—(Special.) 
A chasé across the continent and back 
ended here today when United States 


secret service men, working directly 
under Chief-William J. Flynn, arrested 
Carl Sabel, one of the ten interned 
Germans who escaped from the intern- 
ment camp at Fort MdPherson on Oc- 
tober 24. 

Sabet was the last of the ten to elude 
his pursuers. From information, the 
sources of which they would not di- 
vulge, the federal officers learned that 
Sabel, under the name of Frederick J. 
Delmont, was working as a door man 
at a Fifth avenue store. 

His home address was learned this 
morning and late in the afternoon he 
was arrested when returning tothe fur- 
nished room in which he lived. 

He is now on his way back to Fort 
McPherson in the custody of a secret 
service man. 

Satel was one of the crew which 
brought the British liner Appam to 
Hampton Roads after her capture off 
the’ Agores by the German raider 
Moewe. 

The escape of the ten men from the 
military prison was accomplished by 
tunneling from their sleeping quarters 
to. a considerable distance outside the 
prison fence. 

Sabel is described as being an intel- 
ligent, pleasant spoken chap, having a 
good command of English. He was a 
petty officer on the liner Ditel Fred- 
erick before the war. 


In thetr escape from the internment 
camp at Fort McPherson the Germans 
were led by Lieutenant Hans Berg. 
Two of the escapéd prisoners were 


picked up in Atlanta, five were found 


near Surrency, Ga, and Hans Berg and 
a €ompanion were placed under arrest 
in Texas, just as they were about to 
cross ‘to Mexico and to liberty.

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WILL CONVENE HERE 


Presbyterian Churches, in 
‘ Cities Near Which Army 
Camps Are Located, to 
Send Delegates to Atlanta. 


Delegates from the Presbyterian 
churohes in all the southern cities near 
which army cantonments are located, 
will meet in conference in Atlanta 
Tuesday, December 11, for what will 
probably. prove the most important 
church war work council ever held 
here. 


The energies of the Southern Pres- 
byterian war workers are aimed at 
raising a fund of $100,900 to aid in 
every manner possible the men who 
have been selected for service in 


America’s national army. The program 
for the conference will cover all of 


the general problems involved in the 
relation of the church to the army. 

Chaplain Charles G. Gunn, executive 
secretary of the Presbyterian war work 
council, with headquarters in Nash- 
ville, was in Atlanta Thursday for the 
purpose of making preparations for the 
December conference. He left the city 
Thursday night, but signified his in- 
tentions of returning next Monday for 
a consultation with Atlanta ministers. 

Will Sail For France. 

Mr. Gunn is chaplain of Base Hos- 
pital Unit No. 40, which is scheduled to 
sail for France for overseas service 
next spring. Prior to engaging in this 


work, he was pastor of the Guerrant 
Memorial Presbyterian church at Jack- 
son, Ky. He has simplied the pulpit 
of the North Avde > Presbyterian 
church during Dr. Ri@ 1rd Orme Flinn’s 
vacations for the past two years and 
has many friends Were. 

In explaining the different phases 
of the work the Presbyterians plan 
to undertake, Chaplain unn- stated 
that: it was not the ose of the 
workers to interfere y manner 
with the army Y. M. C. ork. The 
work of the Y. M. C. A., he said, was 
“from the inside of the camps.” The 
motto of the church war workers, he 
said, is “serve our soldiers outside the 
camps—outside is our side.” 

Nothing will be undertaken, Chaplain 
Gunn asserted, that will conflict with 
the Y,. M. Cc. A. war work. 


Money Is Needed. 


“Calls have come in for aid,” he said. 
“War work secretaries and pastors’ 
assistants must be supplied to our 
camp-city churches. A modern can- 
tonment is no small city. The northern 
Presbyterian church workers asked for 
$50,000 for their war work and the call 
was responded to with $500,000. They 
have joined with us, and have largely 
aided in the’ work where there are 
northern and southern troops—as there 
are in most places.” 

To raise a sum. sufficiently large 
to supply the church with whatever 
men and means are necessary to carry 
on work for the benefit of the soldiers 
is the main purpose of the Atlanta con- 
ference. With this money it is hoped 
to provide every possible comfort for 
the men. 

Headquarters of the war work coun- 
cil of the southern Presbyterian 
churches have been opened at Nash- 
ville. The following officers have been 
named: :

BEATING UNCLE SAM. 


Postal authorities of San Francisco have 
begun, or are about to begin, prosecution of 
several alleged violators of the spirit if not 
the letter of the new federal three-cent post- 
age law. | 

According to information the investigators 
say they have gleaned, since the new law 
became effective, requiring three cents in- 
stead of two on all letters mailed for delivery 
outside of the city of origin, many firms 
and individuals having extensive correspond- 
ence have made use of messengers and ex- 
press companies to avoid payment of the 
additional postage. 

A San Francisco correspondent, for in- 
stance, having, say, 1,000 letters for delivery 
in Oakland—which is just across the bay 
from San Francisco—would, the investigators 
aver, send a messenger across the bay at an 
expense of twenty cents for boatfare to mail 
the letters in Oakland at the two-cent rate, 
thus, saving approximately $10 on the thou- 
sand letters. And also thus beating Uncle 
Sam out of the $10! 

It is declared that this penny-saving 
scheme is being practiced more or less gen- 
erally in various parts of the country. In 
such cities, ‘for instance, as St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, or St. Louis and East St. Louis, 
or in various other instances where two 
large commercial centers are in near propin- 
quity to each other, the plan, it is declared, 
is being made to “pay.” And it is said that 
regular messenger services have been devel- 
oped for this purpose between Chicago and 
New York, which cities probably have the 
exchange of more mail daily than any cities 
in the country; and by firms clubbing to- 
gether to defray messenger expenses the 
saving to them, and the corresponding loss 
to the government in postal revenues, is said 
to be tremendous. 

Such a tight-fisted practice is indeed a sad 
commentary upon the patriotism—rather, 
lack of it—of any firm or individual which 
or who would stoop to engage it. 
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THE GOAT TO THE RESCUE. 


The demand for cheaper milk has turned 
the attention of the war economists to the 
milch goat for American homes. 

The milk situation is indeed a serious one, 
and here is where the goat climbs down 
from the funny pages and “comes to the 
rescue.” 

It isn’t exactly “any port in a storm,” for 
goats’ milk has a world-record in its favor 
as the best milk, not only “for children and 
invalids,” but good for the bread-winners. 

And as to its cheapness, it has been 
demonstrated that “from five to eight goats 
may be kept at the cost of one cow.” 

That would seem to simplify the milk 
situation in America, and that is just what 
it will do if the people take hold of the 
goat-raising proposition in the right way. 

The milch goat has become a war neces- 
sity, and already there are American experts 
in Europe—where, it is stated, there are 
20,000,000 goats—who are seeking the best 
animals for importation here. 

And there is plenty of room for the rais- 
ing of them. The war-gardens have not 
taken up all the idle land. In North Georgia 
alone there are millions of green acres 
where the goat-raising industry would prove 
profitable from every angle,—with goats’ 
milk and meat for market, as well as home- 
supply. a 

In the matter of meat, what is better 
than—say, roasted, or barbecued, kid? Or 
kid-meat served in almost any style known 
to culinary art? The mere mention of it 
“spangs on the palate spicily,” and makes 
even the epicure impatient for the call to 
dine! 3 

And then there are thousands of suburban 
homes where the family goat would prove 
a blessing; for the record of a good milch 
goat is from two to three quarts of milk 
daily, and this, too, for the better part of a 
year. on 

Of course, the goat has long been under 


indictment by those who cannot, or will not, 
see that, under right conditions, it is a | 


money-maker, and not the mischief-maker of 
rock and roof-climbing proclivities that it 
has been’ pictured by the funny artists. 

The goat has its enemies, here, at home, 
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pass that through their depredations he was | L 


not only lectured “in meeting,” but finally, 
from his stubbornness in maintaining that 
his goats were good goats, he was “turned 
out o’ church.” . 

He brooded long over this, and when, 
soon after, a farm hand informed’ him that 
his goats were now foraging in his own 
fields, he exclaimed: “Let ‘em forage’ Only 
for them damn goats I wouldn’t of been 
turned out the church!” 

But all that is mecessary to make the 
goat a paying proposition is to look after the 
goats’ best interests, since they may be 
used to lend relief from the high cost 
menace by due attention to the easy industry 
of goat raising, from which both the milk 
and meat mean money kept at home. 
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THRIFT, A WAR PRODUCT. 


Of the many blessings to us that will come 
out of the war, and its sundry “by-products” 
of a beneficent character, not the least will 
be the lessons of thrift—nationally, collec- 
tively and individually—-that it is teach- 


ing us. 
And if there is a people on the face of the 


earth who stands in need of just such a 
lesson it is the American people! 

We Americans are traditionally and his- 
torically the most extravagant and most 
wasteful people in the world. With us, 
from our earliest existence as a nation, it 
has been come easy, go easy. We have never 
been taught to economize and “save at the 
loose ends” because we have not been com- 


pelled to do so. 

But the war—the great leveler—is bringing 
us to our senses in this respect, and the 
thrift lessons we are learning under com- 
pulsion of circumstances will stand us in 
good stead for all time to come, because 
thrift and frugality contribute to the sum 
total of world and individual happiness, while 
wastefulness and extravagance never do. 

The value that the war will prove to be to 
the American people, so far as it goes in 
this particular respect, was forcefully al- 
luded to by President Wilson the other day 
in the course of a short talk he made to 
the members of the national war savings 
committee, of which Frank A. Vanderlip, 
head of the National City bank, of New 
York, is chairman, when he said: 


I suppose not many fortunate by- 
products can come of a war, but if this 
country can learn something about sav- 
ing out of the war it will be worth the 
cost of the war, I mean the literal cost 
of it, in money and resources. 

We have not known that there was 
any limit to our resources. We are 
now finding out that there may be, if 
we are not careful. 

One of the most interesting things 
about the recent loans is the extraor- 
dinarily large number of persons who 
have invested. The number of investors 
in securities before these loans were 
made was comparatively small, consid- 
ering our population and wealth. Now 
it has swelled to millions—to almost 
one-tenth, I believe, of the population 
of the country. That 1s an extraordi- 
nary circumstance, and it may have some 
very fortunate results. 

But the thing that you are undertak- 
ing is more intensive and in a sense 
more important still. It is the matter 
of small savings, the detailed thought 
of the matter of preventing waste and 
managing some kind of accumulation 
from day to day that will fall to you, 
and I want to say that I, for one, 
warmly appreciate the number of vol- 
unteers of capacity and experience who 
are coming to our assistance at this 
time and doing things as interesting 
and important as this. 


And this is exactly right. It will be good 
for us that we are finding that there is a 
“limit to our resources,” because it will teach 
us to conserve those resources and pass 
them on and perpetuate them for the pleas- 
ure and blessing of those who are to follow 
us, and who will have as much right as our- 
selves to a share in the enjoyment of them.

Questions That Bother 
British and French 


By Gilbert Seides. 


London.—One of the minor questions 
which are’ worrying the common people in 
England and France is: Are the American 
troops already at the front? Ina recent tour 
of rural England and in communication with 
Anany Frenchmen the writer has had to meet 

, that question many times. 

They want to know whether the United 
States shares any of the aims of the allies in 
the war, whether she is fighting for the same 
thing, and whether the president and the peo- 
ple of the United States understand what the 
allies are fighting for. 

Up to this time the president has spoken 
and the allies have said “Hear!” They have 
subscribed to his message to the pope and to 
his explanations to Russia; they have learned 
by heart the words “make the world safe 
for democracy.” But most of those who 
think at all about it feel that the president 
is in the 1914 stage of the war, a little more 
broadly and profoundly and idealistically 
than the allies had time to be, then, but es- 
sentially in the same position. In the allied 
countries in 1914 everybody said that ‘we 
have no quarrel with the German people,” 
many hoped for a democratic revolution in 
Germany. Today they are talking and think- 
ing about direct terms of peace. 

Of these terms it is assumed that the 
United States accepts at least a few: the res- 
toration of Belgium and her complete inde- 
pendence, is an example. To America that 
means an act of justice, payment for what 
can be bought, rebuilding, an amount of 
money set aside, perhaps, for the gath- 
ering up of scattered Belgium’s shaken 
forces. It is simply restoration and repara- 
tion. In England it means much more, for 
the retirement of Germany not only from Bel- 
gium, but from political domination over 
that country, would mean virtually the sur- 
render of Germany’s aspiration to rival Great 
Britain on the high seas. It would virtually 
involve the ruin of Germany’s other dream, 
of a great colonial empire. To Germany Bel- 
gium is not a country but a key, unlocking 
the door which leads to the paradise of sea 
power and colonial dominion. So, when they 
ask Germany to say the words “Belgium” 
and “independence” in the same breath they 
are asking more than we ask. And they do 
not know whether we realize what we mean 
in our small demands, nor whether we are 
willing to stick by theirs. 

Restoration of Serbia. 

Serbia is another case in point. When 
France speaks of the restoration of Serbia 
she means all that we mean and more. For 
the existence of a free Serbia, with a guar- 
anteed seaport signifies the end of the cen- 
tral European dream of Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary. It means that these ceuntries 
resign themselves to living in and develop- 
ing their own, resources. For, if Serbia 
lives, the pathway to Turkey, Bagdad and 
the Near ‘East is blocked. If Serbia and 
Rumania co-exist, as they can and will, the 
central empires cannot spread themselves 
over the rest of Europe to found a “central 
block,” proof against any attack and won- 
derfully rich. To France the existence of 
central Europe is a nightmare. And she 
does not know, although she wants very 
much to know, whether we are with her in 
demanding that the nightmare should van- 
ish, It might involve the shaking up of 
Austria-Hungary. Does the United States 
stand behind this or does she insist upon 
federalization for the different parts of the 
dual monarchy? France and Italy both want 
to know. 

No Peace With Katiser’s Family. 

Again, Europe is confused by our “no 
peace with the Hohenzollerns.” Some of 
the least jingoistic men and women in Europe 
say the same thing; yet it is the slogan of 
the jingoes. What do we mean by it? One 
interpretation is that the kaiser and his caste 
must be overthrown before the allies. can 
make peace; another is that no matter what 
the situation is when terms are broached, 
the allies will demand a democratic govern- 
ment for Germany as an essential thing. But 
several of the allies are democratic mon- 
archies, some not so democratic as might 
be. Will they be satisfied to put another 
ruling house, that of Bavaria, for example, on 
the throne? Will they be content if the 
Hohenzollerns abase themselves and give 
guarantees of representative. government? 
Or will they actually insist that the Germans 
themselves give up their delusions and enter 
into the world’s new phase of democracy? If 
so, what democracy? That of the extremists 
in Russia, or that of the few lingering tories 
in England, or that’ of the capitalists in the 
United States? And how will they be con- 
vinced of the honesty of Germany’s conver- 
sion? A false revolution with a counter- 
establishment of the monarchy is not impos- 
sible. Would the allies insist upon keeping 
an army of occupation in Germany for a 
decade in order to inculcate the principles 
of freedom and democracy? 

These are only the fundamental questions 
on which the allies are waiting for America 
to speak. Liberal Englishmen feel that the 
United States is holding off until we are as- 
sured that none of the allies has any ag- 
gressive intention; but even they want in- 
formation. Recently a pronouncement was 
issued with the names, among others, of sev- 
eral Americans. It asked for the distribu- 
tion of the German navy among the allies, 
for indemnities, for an army of occupation 
and for several other guarantees from Ger- 
many, most of which might have the boom- 
erang affect of making Germany more solid 
for another war and all of which have been 
used to keep up the German war temper. 


Are those demands the true expression of 
American war feeling? 

It is quite true that the aggressive ele- 
ment prefer silence to any program which 
might cause dissent among the allies. 

The chance for America to take the lead 
is still open, but the lead must be taken 

ith intimate knewledge not only of the 
acts in regard to each particular item in 
the program, but of the feelings of the al- 
lied peoples. The terms of peace for which 
a nation will fight after three years of war 
are not the same as those which may be ac- 
ceptable after one month of victory.

Battle of the Alamo

“The fiends shall pay for this to the last 
drop of blood.” 

A broad-shouldered, bronzed man, clad in 
frontier costume, hissed out those words 
through gritted teeth when a dust-covered 
and exhausted dispatch bearer brought him 
the terrible news of the massacre of the 
brave little garrison in the Alamo, an old 
mission station near the town of Bexar, on 
the San Antonio river. 

The speaker was General Sam Houston, 
one of the most daring and romantic sol- 
diers of American history. The news of the 
murder of the soldiers at the Alamo garrison 
by the bloodthirsty Santa Anna, then dictator 
of Mexico, come as a terrible blow to Hous- 
When the garrison was overwhelmed 
after one of the most heroic defenses known 
in military history, some of Houston’s dearest 
friends went fighting desperately to their 
death. David Crockett, noted pioneer, and 
Colonel James Bowie, the famous duelist, 
were then murdered in cold blood by the 
cruel Mexicans. 

“This is awful!” moaned Houston, “Crock- 
ett and Bowie were worth the whole of Mex- 
ico. Now for vengeance!” 

With the thoroughness of a true soldier 
Houston made preparations to strike a crusnh- 
ing blow at the cruel Santa Anna. 

In the meantime the Mexican forces laid 
siege to Goliad. Colonel Fannin, in com- 
mand, knew that he was too weak to defend 
the town, and upon the solemn promise of 
protection Dy Santa Anna, he surrendered. 
The Mexican dictator was as false to his 
word as he was to everything else in life. 
He lined up the Americans outside the town 
and had his troops shoot them down like 
dogs. It was as foul a murder as ever 
blotted the pages of history. 

When the news of the 
reached Houston he raised his eyes heaven- 
ward and again swore for vengeance. 

“Tl pray God for strength,” he said, 
carry out this work.” 

Although Houston had only a force of a 
few hundred men, he marched against the 
enemy. He soon encountered Santa Anna, 
who had a well-equipped army of 2,000 men. 
The Mexican force so greatly outnumbered 
his own that Houston decided upon a strate- 
gical retreat to gain time, and fell back to a 
position on Buffalo Bayou, a few miles 
from the present city of Houston, Texas. 

Here he determingd to make a desperate 
stand and fight to the death if need be. 

The enemy pressed forward in imposing 
array, and fearing that his men might take 
fright at the appearance of such an imposing 
force, Houston called out: 

“There are the human fiends who killed 
our boys in the Alamo; do you.wish to fight 
them ?” 

‘“‘We do!” roared the Texans. 

“All right!” yelled Houston, with a grim 
smile. “Forward! March! And don’t fire 
a shot until you get within ‘sixty paces.” 

The Texans moved forward, and although 
they were grected ‘by a terrific fusillade, 
they recerved their fire. At sixty paces the 
frontiersmen delivered a volley into the very 
faces of the enemy. They had no time’ to 
reload, and clubbing down the foe with their 
muskets jumped into the thick of the fight. 

“Remember the Alamo! Remember Go- 
liad!” was the battlecry of the Texans as 
they reserved their fire. At sixty pates the 
The fierceness\of the assault threw the Mex- 
icans into a panic. 
hotly pursued by the Texans. It was a 
complete victory for Houston and his forces. 
Of the Texans only seven had been killed and 
twenty-three wounded. The Mexicans left 
on the field 620 killed and wounded, and more 
than 600 prisoners, including Sahta Anna, 
were taken. 

The victory freed Texas. ‘The territory 
was thereupon organized into an independent 
nation, Houston being elected the first prer- 
ident. He was re-elected for a second term 
in 1841, whereafter Texas was annexed to 
the United States. In 1845 Houston was 
elected to the United States senate.

Depends Qutcome of War 


Editor Constitution: Can our expeditionary 
forces save the day in Europe? 

Let us see as to this. To what does Ger- 
To the fact that she 
has systematically trained all her male citi- 
zens in military science ever since the 
Franco-Prussian war; that is, for the past 
fifty-odd years. How, then, can we hope to 
achieve in a few months, or in a year, or in 
two years, what it has taken Germany fifty 
years of the hardest toil to accomplish? If 
we throw our untrained men now into the 
war against the Huns, we sacrifice them to 
no effect. If these partially-trained men are 
sacrificed, we shall have tw replace them 
with raw troops, and then our last state 
will be worse than our first. Then, too, we 
will have to reckon on the increased fury of 
the Huns directed against a foreign foe that 
threatens to invade a land which, we will 
have to say, they love so well. 

In the light of these truths, all that we 
can do at present is to keep on training our 
men, and leave the final result in the hands 
of Providence. Besides trusting in Provi- 
dence, we must “keep our powder dry,’ and 
it will take three or four more Liberty bond 
issues to do this. 

The’ war will be settled by President Wil- 
son, the greatest man now in the whole 
world, and by the kaiser, whom we will have 
to acknowledge as a great man. 

We have been a little toe optimistic about 
this war, and have not realized our lack of 
preparedness. Some think that President 
Wilson was late in entering the war, but I 
think myself that he was too premature, 
though I suppose his zeal for humanity will 
excuse his haste in bringing an unprepared 
nation into war. 

England and France have made great ef- 
forts, but they will have to make greater. 
They can count upon President Wilson's 
leadership and co-operation, but they cannot 
count for some time upon our army, for we 
must prepare our men before offering them 
as sacrifices to the Huns, who Wave had the 
benefit of fifty years of military training, 
and are “expert in war.” 

And, anyway, England and France were 
not so unprepared for this war as some would 
have us believe. They had known for many 


years it was coming upon them (hence the 
Anglo-French alliance -or diplomatic en 


tente).

Our text today, dear brethren, is @ popu- 
lar one. Everybody, even a highbrow, likes 
his “eats” on tick. If the average man is fed 
regularly and uninterruptedly three square 


meals a day, well cooked and neatly served, 
you can do anything with him. Every ex- 
perienced wife knows that. And as for the 
women, bless them, they all eat more than 
they can burn. 


Three meals a day is the general custom, | 


and has been the custom in thig country 
always. It is a custom founded on good 
hysiological .principles, and not to be 
ightly set aside. . 

en you take food into your mouth, 
the taste and enjoyments of that food ex- 
cites or initiates a beautifully co-ordinated 


process of digestion which carries the mor-. 


sel through the entire length of the alimen- 
tary canal and disposes of the residue left 
after complete digestion. Among other nu- 
merous facts which have been established 
by the study of the digestive process with 
the X-ray, is this important physiological 
fact, mamely, that the movement of the 
food residue through the large intestine or 
colon is not a steady process, nor a wave- 
like movement, but just a series of quite 
Sudden movements in mass, lasting only a 
few seconds, and carrying a large mass of 
residue along a foot or more at a time. It 
appears that there are about three or four 
such mass movements in twenty-four hours. 

Now, if the general custom is suddenly 
broken, and only two meals a’ day taken, 
there is. pretty sure to be an upset of this 
finely adjusted motor arrangement, and the 
result is very annoying constipation, or in- 
crease of trouble from a pre-existing con- 
stipation. 

As a.matter of fact, outside of the fore- 
going, there is no scientific treason for 
adopting a two-meals-a-day plan. If the 
purpose is to diminish the total intake of 
fuel, this can be more readily accomplished 
by simply diminishing the amount of food 
taken at each meal. . 

One of the most puerile, yet most re- 
grettably logical, errors people make is as- 
suming that “if a little is good, more is 
better.”’ This common mistake accounts for 
a great many minor ailments. It makes peo- 
ple think that it is a healthful habit to eat 
top heartily. When the hearty eater once 
becomes convinced that he has erred in his 
excess, he is too ready to adopt the opposite 
extreme. 

Skipping a meal now and then may be a 
wholesome practice for sedentary, too-well- 
nourished folk. But it is well to put in an 
apple, a bran cracker, or some trifling food 
at regular meal time. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
The Lowly Peanut. 

Do you deem peanuts a proper thing to 
feed children from five years old upward” 
Are they digestible? What is the value of 
peanuts in nutrition, if anv? Does the addi- 
tion of salt render eanuts more or less 
easily digested? (O. M. 8.) 

ANSWER—-Yes, peanuts are. wholesome, 
digestible, and nutritious for children, pro- 
vided they are thoroughly masticated and 
taken at mealtime, not at irregular times. 
They are as digestible as any good nour- 
ishing food for a normal child. Peanuts” 
are almost a perfect combination of pro- 
tein, fat and carbohydrate food: one mE a 
live indefinitely on peanuts alone. - They are 
a cheap food, wholesome and nutritious, and 
not sufficiently appreciated by housewives. 
A little salt, if desired, renders peanuts more 
digestible. The reason why some people ex- 
perience ‘discomfort after eating peanuts is 
that they fail to masticate them thoroughly.

“When the war cloud burst in Europe a 
sudden paralysis of credit temporarily en- 
gulfed the western world. As business re- 
lations were restored, ocean travel resumed 
and traders set aside the sense of danger, 
certain secretive individuals. crossed from 
Europe, keeping to themselves and avoiding 
smoking-room conversation, using the wire- 
less overmaich, and receiving aerograms in 
private code. They were speculators, gam- 
blers, these nervous, anxious-looking un- 
knowns, not dealers in war materials nor 
food, but speculators in drugs-—the kind of 
things that you and I so frequently buy in 
the corner drug. store. 

Gamblers in Drugs. 
gain possession of existing stores 
manufacturers, and especially 
German patented chemicals, was the game 
these gentlemen played, and at such enor- 
mous profits as to make the plungers in 
‘war brides’ of later days seem conservative 
bankers by comparison., For instance, the 
speculator who, in July, 1914, invested $1,000 
used extensively in headache 
remedies, would in 1915 or 1916 have a profit 
on his purchase of $19,000, with no possible 
chance of slump in the market. This was 
practically true of all patented German nie-

‘dicinal chemicals in general use, as well as 


many substances necessary in the arts and 
sciences. 

“No merchant sells more diversely born 
or more widely traveled merchandise than 
the pharmacist, and accordingly, no business 
is so quickly disorganized when trade routes 
are disturbed as the importing and distribut- 
ing of drugs: for the arteries of trade aré 
like the arteries of the body—sensitive 
throughout to any change in the volume of 
flow in even the most remote branch. 

“The law of supply and demand applies 
likewise to drugs; therefore, it would be as 
matural to expect a rise in German chem- 
icals as to look for an increase in the cost 
of coal if all the mines stopped working for 
a year, 

“For a time no marked change occurred 
in drugs imported from neutral lands, for 
there were large stocks on hand: but as 
trade routes were disturbed by the closing 
of the old markets and the difficulties of 
transportation increased, due,to hazards of 
the sea, and consequently warehouse stocks 
were exhausted, slowly but surely came the 
upward swing in the cost of dozens of crude 
drugs and their by-products—drugs which 
are gathered in strange nooks and in hid- 
den corners of the world as far from the 
clash and the turmoil of battles as ever 
they could be.

“It is not generally known that most of 
the castor bean from which castor oi] is 
pEsene’ Somnee to the United States from In- 
dia. Indeed, our annual importation in 
normal times is nearly a million bushels. 
The Orient has always produced this ‘deli- 
cacy’ of our childhood days, and it is interest- 
ing to remember that the Ebers papyrus, 
an ‘Egyptian medical manuscript, written 
when Moses was a young man, speaks of the 
medicinal virtues of the castor plant.

There- 
fore, with our ambitious air program and 
our diminishing supply of oil, we have rea- 
son to study the situation a little. 

“However, the castor plant will grow 
rapidly almost everywhere; it is frequent- 
ly seen cultivated in our gardens. The ma- 
chinery for crushing ts also available: so, if 
a shortage really becomes inevitable, the de- 
partment of agriculture will be able to in- 
cubate another infant industry.

\ Dies From Injuries 
Received Wednesday

Following injuries received late 
Wednesday afternoon when he was run 
down and crushed beneath a street car 
on the corner of Alice and South Pryor 
streets, Frank Haralson, well-known 
Atlanta lawyer of 106-B Windsor street, 
died Thursday morning at the Atlanta 


hospital. 

Colonel Haralson was accompanied by 
his wife at the-time of the accident. 
While crossing the street, the lawyer, in 


stepping back to avoid an automobile, 
backed onto the street car track 
directly in front of an approaching 
street car, it is claimed. He was pin- 
ned under the car for over thirty min- 
utes. It. was necessary to have it 
jacked from the rails before he was 
released. His left arm crushed and 
body severely bruised, he was carried 
to the Atlanta hospital, where it was 
discovered -he was suffering from in- 
ternal injuries. Mrs. Haralson was at 
her husband’s bedside when the end 
came. 

Colonel Haralson was in his sixty- 
fifth year. He was for thirteen years 
state librarian, having been appointed 
to that position in 1877 by ex-Governor 
Alfred H. Colquitt. He was subse- 
quently reappointed by ex-Governors 
Alexander H. Stephens, H. D. McDaniel 
and John B. Gordon, 

He was an alumnus of the North 
Georgia Agricultural college, at D 
lonega, and of the University of Geor- 
gia. His transfer from the former in- 
stitution to the law department of the 
state university was the first ever 
made. He graduated from the univer- 
sity in the class of "76. The same year

Flag Was Presented. 

A flag presented by the Atlanta 
chapter, Red Cross society, was raised 
and a regimental band furnished in- 
spiring music. 

Many women’s organizations were 
officially represented, rs. Samuel 
Inman. Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, Mrs. 
John K. Ottley, representing the Coun- 
cil of National Defense; Mrs. Richard 
Johnston, Mrs. Henry Johnson, J? . 
representing the Red Cross society, and 
a number of Atlanta’s well-known 
women representing every department 
of federated work. Mrs. Cqpra Harris 
was among the distinguished women 
present, she having just returned from 
Philadelphia, where she spoke of the 
patriotic work of the women of the 
south before the Independence Square 
auxiliary of the Red Cross there, of 
which Mrs. George Horace Lorimer is 


chairman. 
Heart of the Camp. 


There could have been no doubt in 
the minds of anybody who witnessed 
the all-day scene in the hostess house 
vesterday that it is an institution that 
will prove the heart of the camp’s social 
activities. It is a2 place where a group 
of good women will provide a home at- 
mosphere for the men of the camp who 
can meet there their wives, mothers, 
sisters and sweethearts, or as Billy 
Sunday aptly put it, “the Hostess 
house is the connecting ligk between 
the soldiers here and their homes far. 
away.” 

When Mrs. Emily McDougald, as 
chairman of the hostess house work, 
welcomed General Erwin and the com- 
pany assembled the lights of a big 
open fire flashed across her mothgrly 
face. 


The blue-flowered

Gift of Y. W. C. A. 


“This hostess house is the gift of 
the Y. W. C. A. to the beloved soldiers 
of the national army,” said Mrs. Mc- 


Dougald. 

“The idea is to bring a touch of 
home life to thé soldier amid the stern 
duties leading to war service. 

‘We are glad to open the doors of 
hostess house and our hearts to you 
today—the one set apart by our great 
president as one of national Thanks- 
giving that we may remember the 
mercies of God. : 

‘Tt is a most auspicious day for us 
because we have the privilege of hav- 
ing with us that consecrated man of 
God who in his great love and com- 
passion for all humanity holds for the 
soldier a special place in his big heart.” 

Billy Sunday’s Prayer. 

Preceding a fervent prayer Billy Sun- 
day paid a tribute to woman and her 
power in the world from the time that 
woman led the hosts of God down 
through history to the patriotic work 
of the woman of today, one of her 
noblest expressions being the gifts of 
hostess houses to soldiers. 

He described that the war was tak- 
ing the cream of our men—the cream 
of the work shop, and of the university 
—from business and industrial life, and 
he mentioned the noted American citi- 
zens wito have given up their own in- 
terests to serve the government and 
their country. 

“Men can’t climb without woman's 
help and women can’t climb without 
the help of men—the two are interde- 
pendent.”

“The war department keeps the men 
busy all day—-from daybreak until 4 
o'clock,” said General Erwin. “They 
have no time to think of themselves, 
or the homes and loved ones they have 
eft behind. 

“But when the sun sets, and the day 
fades, and twilight comes, then the 
shadows of loved faces arise in the sol- 
dier’s imagination. He begins to feel 
a homesickness, a longing—for just the 
atmosphere provided here—a place 
where he can come and meet with the 
good women here, and in the light of 
this home-like fireside. 

“On behalf of the men of Camp Gor- 
don, I thank you ladies of the War 
Work Council of the Young Women’s 
Christian association.”

103.000 MEN IN KHAK 


Evangelist Pleads W,siSol- 
. diers to Lead Cle. unves, 
and Thousands Promise. 


Three thousand soldiers at Camp 
Gordon crowded into the Y. M. C. A. 
auditorium shortly after 10 o'clock 
Thursday morning to hear Rey. Wil- 
liam Sunday. The entire Sunday par- 
ty accompanied the evangelist to the 
camp and on the platform with them 
were Rev. Dr. Grogan, religious direc- 
tor, and other prominent Y. M. C. A. 
officials. ; 

The auditorium was reserved entire- 
ly for soldiers, civilians being excluded 
at the entrances unless they held 
passes. 

Billy Sunday was not at his best, 
through no fault of his. At Toccoa 
Monday he contracted a cold from

behalf of the men in khaki, asking His 
blessings upon them, upon their com- 
manders, the loved ones behind, their 
cause and their flag. 

At the conclusion, Mr. Rodeheaver

best eleven in the entire country. 

_ The size of the score, while contrary 
to the pre-game dope, is not in the 
mature of a surprise, as the average 
fan was expecting the Golden Tornado 
40 cut loose, and once started, they 


Were satisfied that the Plainsmen could 
not hold them. : 
By rolling up 68 points, the Jacket 

fook the lead in points scored in the 
entire country. The Navy led the Jack- 
ets prior to Thursday's pom by 19 
points. This result gives the Jackets a 
margin of 49 points over the Navy for 
the season. ech has scored 491 and 
Navy 442. 


Superb Aerial Attack. 


There were many features of the 
Tech victory that stood out most prom- 
inently, many on which the reason for 
such an overwhelming victory could 
be hinged, but on one item—forward 
passing—the real issue hinged. 

Auburn elevens have been admitted- 

ly weak on breaking up forward pass- 
ing ever since the aerial game was in- 
troduced into the football frolic, and 
weak on passing in this department. 
« Facing such a superb attack as Tech 
showed with Joe Guyon doing the 
hurling and timing his passes to such 
precision that they were, almost letter 
perfect, the Plainsmen were helpless, 
while attempting this method of attack 
themselves, they found the alert Tech 
backs able to cope with the asses 
and break all but one of them up before 
it did any damage. 

Tech worked no less than 11 forward 

asses successfully during the contest, 

‘fully 90 per cent of those that she 
tried; These netted a total gain of 
140 yards, while Auburn engineered 
four passes successfully, three for 
gains of 8, 4 and 3 yards and one for 
a total gain of 60 yards and her one 
touchdown. 
' The freedom of the Tech aerial at- 
tack bespoke superb confidence in their 
ability to complete the play. They dis- 
regarded Auburn defenders and straight 
as a rifle bullet to its mark, Guyon 
would shoot the pigskin into the wait- 
ing hands of a team mate. 


That Great Backfield. 


Tech backfield worked with 
clock-like precision. First it was Al- 
bert Hill slashing off. tackle, then 
Guyon would crash through the line

Ducote bravely bore the burden of 
the Auburn attack and got smal] gains 
practically every time he was éen- 
trusted with the ball. 

His run at the end of the second pe- 
riod was ome of the individual fea- 
tures of the game. He broke through 
the entire Tech defense, wiggled, side- 
stepped and stiff-armed his way into a 
clear field beyond the secondary de- 
fense, his mates picking off would-be 
tacklers. 

But he could not outspeed Joe Guyon, 
and the Indian brought him to earth 
after he had peeled off 56 yards, stop- 
ping him on Tech’s 26-yard line. The 
quarter ended before another play 
could be started. 

Pete Bonner played as grand a de- 
fensive game as we have ever seen a 
linesman play.

The count by quarters 
was: Tech 6, Auburn 0; Tech 10, Au- 
burn 2; Tech 7, Auburn 0; Tech 5, Au- 
burn 2, 

Tech reeled off 36 end runs during 
the game for a gain of 362 yards. Au- 
burn netted gains on but three of her, 
end runs, while several were smeared 
without loss. Ducote gained 17, 19 
and 66 yards on his end sprints. 

Tech played 48 line plays for a total 
gain of 110 yards, while Atburn at- 
tacked the line 16 times and gained but 
27 yards on the total, some of them 
being losses. 

Auburn worked four of her forward 
passes successfully and had that num- 
ber intercepted by alert Tech backs. 
Tech worked eleven forward passes for 
a total gain of 145 yards. 

On the total Tech gained 627 yards 
to 215 for the Plainsmen. 

Auburn fumbles, especially by Dona- 
hue and Ducote, marred their otherwise 
fine game, and-as the Jackets were 
wide enough awake to, recover every 
one but one of the Auburn fumbles, it 
went hard with the Plainsmen. 


Fine Auburn Spirit. 


The Auburn spirit was immense. Al- 
though their team was being snowed 
under the rooters never gave up, and 
with the score standing 33 to 0 against 
them at the end of the first half, they 
paraded the field and formed a big let- 
ter A in its center, for which they re- 
ceived the plaudits of the monster 
crowd.

GERMANS CANNOT PASS 
SAYS AMERICAN OFFICER’ 


While Danger for Italy Is Not 
Over, It Is Not 
Acute. 


Italian Headquarters in Northern 
Italy, November 28,—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—Brigadier General Scriven, 
of the United States army, accompanied 
by an aide and the American military 
attache at Rome, has ived at head- 
quarters to study the Italian situation 


and make a series of reports to the 
American government. Major G. M. P. 
Murphy, head of the American Red 
Cross’ in Europe, also is here to co- 
ordinate the work of his organization. 
General Scriven was received by King 
Victor Emmanuel, who invited him to 
dinner, where the situation was dis- 
cussed at length. 

Reports from the front show that 
the enemy is still persistent, but-that 
little is left of his former vigor of 
attack and he ie resorting to the old 
device of cunning. The Germans have | 
posted placards in Italy, readin 

“Ttalians, we have crossed t e de- 
fenses of the Piave. Your defense is | 
ugéless. Let us pass without further ‘ 
bloodshed. We shall be in Vicenza in 
three days.” 

In reply to this the Italian soldiers 
poster a placard in German, reading: 

“You will never pass.” 

An eminent American military au- 
thority summarized the situation in 
this way: ’ 

“While the danger is not yet over, 
nevertheless it seems to me from a mili- 
tary viewpoint that the enemy can- 
not pass, being confronted by the com- 
biged Italian, British and French 
forces.” 

His chief military reason for this 
view is that the enemy no longer has 
his lines of communication. freely open 
to the rear, as the winter is breaking 
his communications in the north and in- 
terrupting if not destroying them to; 
the east. Therefore, he believes, the 
enemy. has reached the maximum and 
must decline from now on, while the 
Italians and their allies have all their 
communications from the west open 
and can augment their forces from 
now on.
